Bear down, Chicago Bears, and let them know why you're wearing the crown, 
You're the pride and joy of Illinois, Chicago Bears, bear down.

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By the Decade 


One of the world’s most storied professional sports franchises, the Chicago Bears were established 
in 1920 as George Halas founded professional football with representatives from 12 other clubs in 
Canton, Ohio. Halas was not only the team's founder but served as head coach for 40 years, and 
was active with the Bears until his death in 1983. The franchise has won nine world championships, 
six of those coming between 1932-46, and in 1997 became the first club in NFL annals to notch its 
600th victory. The team has participated in the playoffs 23 times, and sent 26 players, one coach, 
and one general manager to the Pro Football Hall of Fame, the most of any team. 

A native Chicagoan, Halas was a three-sport letterman at the University of Illinois. He joined the 
Navy after graduation before playing right field for the New York Yankees. A hip injury ended his 
baseball career and Halas moved to Decatur to work for a corn products firm owned by A.E. Staley, 
who sponsored a semi-pro baseball team and later commissioned Halas to organize an independent 
football team. One year later, Staley gave Halas the club and Halas made Dutch Sternaman his part- 
ner. Halas was a player-coach from 1920-29 and was named to the NFL all-pro squad of the 1920s. 
He holds three NFL coaching records and four Bears coaching records. Halas’ 324 coaching victo- 
ries was broken in 1994 by Don Shula of the Miami Dolphins. Halas led the Bears to six world cham- 
pionships — his first and last separated by 42 years (1921 and 1963). (See page 204 for more on 
George S. Halas.) 

1920s: George Halas founded pro football and the Decatur Staleys in 1920 and set membership 
at $100 per club. The Staleys posted a 10-1-2 record in that inaugural season as each player earned 
$1,900 for the season. The Bears won their first title the next season (1921) with a 9-1-1 mark and 
went on to post winning records in all but one season in the entire decade (1929: 4-9-2), The first 
major signing took place in 1925 when the Bears signed Red Grange to a contract. Halas then took 
Grange and the Bears on a coast-to-coast barnstorming tour in which the club played 16 games in 
nine weeks. The first game of that stretch was played before 36,000 at the team's home site, Wrigley 
Field. 

1930s: Halas left the coaching ranks in 1930 and Ralph Jones led the club to a 24-10-7 record 
from 1930-32. The Bears won the 1932 championship before 11,198 fans at Chicago Stadium. The 
franchise lost $18,000 that season and Sternaman sold his half of the club to Halas. The 1933 sea- 
son marked Halas’ return to coaching and the beginning of the “modern” National Football League. 
The Bears beat the Giants 23-21 in the NFL's first championship game that year. The Bears 
advanced to the NFL title game twice more in the 30's, but fell to the Giants in 1934 and the 
Redskins in 1937. 

1940s: The decade began with another NFL title as the Bears buried the Washington Redskins, 
73-0, as ten different players scored while Chicago unveiled the T-formation. Halas left for war duties 
in the middle of the 1942 season. The team continued winning, but lost the title game in 
Washington, 14-6. Luke Johnsos and Hunk Anderson co-coached the wartime Bears the next three 
seasons. In 1943, the Bears beat Washington 41-21 at Wrigley Field in the NFL title game. Halas 
returned in 1946 and the Bears won the title again — defeating the Giants, 24-14, before a NFL- 
record crowd of 58,346 in the Polo Grounds. 

1950s: The Bears began the decade with a title mun, but lost to the Rams in the 1950 Western 
Division title game, 24-14. Paddy Driscoll replaced Halas as coach in 1956 and the Bears lost to the 
Giants in the NFL Championship game at Yankee Stadium. Halas returned for his final stint as head 
coach in 1958. 


NAMING THE BEARS 


George Halas originally named the team the Decatur Staleys after A.E. Staley, a starch 
manufacturer and enthusiastic sports fan who sponsored a semi-pro team and commissioned 
Halas to organize the new squad. 

One year later, trying to match the profitability of Chicago’s baseball games, Staley asked 
Halas if he would take the team off Staley’s hands and move it to Chicago for $5,000, while 
keeping the name Staleys for another year. With the help of legendary baseball pioneer Bill 
Veeck and William Wrigley, Halas soon acquired a lease to play at Wrigley Field. 

When Halas’ obligation to Staley terminated in 1922, he considered re-naming the team the 
Chicago Cubs out of respect for Veeck and Wrigley who, according to Halas in his biography, 
“had been such a great help.” 

But, as Halas continued, “I noted football players are much bigger players than baseball 
players, so if baseball players are cubs, then football players must be bears!” 

On January 28, 1922, the franchise was re-named the Chicago Bears. 

The team colors have always been blue and orange after those of Halas’ alma mater, the 
University of Illinois. Halas lettered in football, basketball, and baseball for the Fighting Illini, 
and is honored as one of U of I’s most distinguished alumni in the Illini Union in Champaign- 
Urbana.

<_ 1960s: The Bears won their final title under Halas in 1963, beating the NY Giants, 14-10, at 

Wrigley Field. A new era was signaled in 1965 when the club drafted Dick Butkus and Gale Sayers 

in the first round of the college draft. Sayers set a NFL record with 22 TDs as a rookie, including six 

in a single game against the 49ers. Prior to the 1968 season, Halas retired from coaching after 40 
aa seasons and a 324-151-31 record. 

Ed MeCaskey was named team’s vice-president and treasurer in 1967, a position he held for 17 

years before being named Chairman of the Board in 1983 and eventually Chaiman Emeritus in 
_ 1999. Ed spearheaded the club’s civic activities for many years and attends NFL meetings. Among 

his many civic contributions on behalf of the Bears was guiding the Brian Piccolo Fund from its 

inception in 1970 to 1987, raising millions of dollars for cancer research. 

1970s: The Bears played their final season in Wrigley Field in 1970 before moving to Soldier Field. 

a In the same year, Halas was elected president of the NFC as the NFL and AFL merged. In 1974, Jim 
Finks joined the Bears as General Manager. Finks named Jack Pardee, the first non-Bear in such a 
position, as head coach replacing Abe Gibron. In 1975, the Bears moved their training camp to Lake 
Forest after spending 31 years in Rensselaer, Indiana; and Walter Payton was the club’s first-round 
draft choice. After a 14-year hiatus the Bears returned to the playoffs in 1977, winning their final 
six games to finish 9-5, The Bears again made the playoffs in 1979 under head coach Neill 
Armstrong. Chicago lost in the opening round in both 1977 and 1979. The organization suffered a 
-~ major loss at end of the decade when team president George “Mugs” Halas, Jr. died at 54. Mugs 
joined the Bears front office in 1950, was named treasurer in 1953, and became president of the 
club in 1963. (See page 205 for more on “Mugs” Halas.) 

1980s: Armstrong's tenure ended in 1982 and he was replaced by Dallas Cowboys’ assistant Mike 

Ditka, a Bears tight end from 1961-66. In 1983, Jim Finks resigned and George Halas died at age 
88. Michael McCaskey, the oldest son of Ed and Virginia McCaskey and the grandson of George 
Halas, became the third president in club history, 
_ McCaskey was a business school professor and operated a consulting company in Boston before 
joining the Bears. In his 15 seasons as club president, the Bears posted nine winning seasons, made 
three trips to the NFC title game and won Super Bowl XX. McCaskey has served stints on the 
Finance, Long Range Planning, Stadium, and NFL Properties Executive committees during his 
tenure. 

The Bears returned to the NFL elite in 1984. They advanced to the NFC Championship game (los- 
ing to San Francisco) and Walter Payton broke Jim Brown’s all-time NFL rushing record. The loss in 
-~ the ‘84 title game set the stage for the 1985 season in which the Bears posted shutouts in both play- 
off games before ripping the Patriots, 46-10, in Super Bowl XX. The Bears won the NFC Central divi- 
sion each of the next three seasons, but could never get past the NFC title game. Payton’s jersey was 
retired following the '87 season. 

1990s: The Bears made playoff appearances in 1990 and 1991. The 1992 season was marked by 
the retirement of Mike Singletary, the end of the Mike Ditka era and Kevin Butler becoming the 
club's all-time scoring leader. Dave Wannstedt was named the 11th coach in team history in 1993 
-~ and led the Bears to back-to-back winning seasons in 1994 and 1995. The uniform numbers of Dick 
Butkus (51) and Gale Sayers (40) were retired in 1994. The team moved into its new headquarters, 
Halas Hall at Conway Park, on March 3, 1997. The Bears became the first franchise in NFL history 
to win 600 games; number 600 was a 13-7 win over Tampa Bay at Soldier Field (11-23-97). On 
August 1, 1998, Mike Singletary became the 25th Bear inducted into the NFL Hall-of-Fame, the most 
of any franchise. Dick Jauron became the 12th head coach in Bears history on January 24, 1999. 
Two weeks later the Bears reshuffled the front office by naming Ted Phillips President and CEO, 
—_. Michae] McCaskey Chairman of the Board, and Ed McCaskey Chairman Emeritus. Chicago mourned 
the passing of legendary running back Walter Payton on November 1, 1999 as he lost his battle with 
a rare liver disease. The Bears named their indoor practice facility the “Walter Payton Center” in his 
honor the following spring. 

2000s: The Bears won the NFC Central in 2001, the final year of the division, and also accom- 
plished one of their greatest off-field achievements with the approval of the lakefront improvement 
plan which ended the Bears 44-year stadium effort on Jan. 5, 2001, with a new stadium set to open 
—_ in 2003 built within the historic colonnades at Soldier Field. Demolition of the old Soldier Field 

began following a playoff loss to Philadelphia on Jan. 19, 2002. With expansion of the League to 32 
teams in 2002 with the addition of the Houston Texans, the AFC and NFC each aligned to four divi- 
sions of four teams with Tampa Bay moving into the newly created NFC South leaving traditional 
—— rivals Chicago, Green Bay, Detroit and Minnesota in the NFC North. 2002 also marked a year of 
change as the Bears moved their training camp home from Platteville, Wis., which had hosted the 
summer training camp for 18 years, to Olivet Nazarene University in Bourbonnais, just 60 miles 
= south of Chicago. The Bears also played all of their home games during the 2002 season at Memorial 
Stadium in Champaign while the new stadium at Soldier Field was being constructed. Defensive 
end/tackle Dan Hampton was the 26th Bear to be inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame on 


Aug. 3, 2002.

hicago Bears fans have waited over 40 years for a stadium built 

for football. When Bears President and CEO Ted Phillips assumed 

his current post in 1999 he envisioned a new stadium with the 
amenities and atmosphere the NFL's best fans craved, Tradition would 
not be sacrificed in the process. The stadium would continue to be open- 
air to ensure Bear Weather remained a home field advantage. It would 
stay on the lakefront where over 30 years of Bears legends have left their 
mark on Chicago. And it would continue to be called Soldier Field. In 
2003, the vision becomes a reality as the doors to new Soldier Field open 
for the next era of Bears football. 

Bears team founder George Halas began the search for a new stadium 
and Phillips ended the hunt playing a lead role in the City of Chicago's 
Lakefront Redevelopment Plan, featuring 17 acres of new parkland, an 
underground parking structure and a new stadium within the historic 
confines of Soldier Field. Phillips helped negotiate a public/private partnership winning approval from the 
State and City in November of 2000 and March of 2001. Demolition started immediately following the team's 
final game in January of 2002, beginning an aggressive 20-month construction schedule. In order to ensure 
the great traditions of Chicago football continue at the new stadium, the design includes tailgating areas, 
retaining the historic south wall, renewed public access to the colonnades and plenty of surrounding park- 
land for enhanced pre- and post-game activities. 

Under Phillips’ leadership, the Bears completed an agreement with the University of Illinois to play all 
2002 home games and 2003 preseason home games at Memorial Stadium during the construction of Soldier 
Field, The move returned the team to the site where Papa Bear Halas attended college and played football 
in addition to bringing Bears football to thousands of fans across central and southern Illinois. The team 
averaged over 60,000 fans a game over the 10-game home schedule in 2002, allowing many to experience 
Bears football in person for the first time. 

Phillips mark on the Bears organization extends far beyond the new stadium. He has revived the team’s 
proud tradition and in four years has given Bears fans reasons for excitement both on and off the field. His 
highlights include hiring the team's first general manager in over 14 years, returning the Bears training 
camp to Illinois and presiding over Chicago's first division championship in over a decade. 

Over the 2001 offseason, Phillips gave the team new direction by restructuring the football operations 
with the hiring of Jerry Angelo, the Bears first General Manager since Jerry Vainisi's departure after the 
1986 season. Phillips’ decision to hire Angelo gives the team a veteran talent evaluator with 22 years of NFL 
experience including 15 within the former NFC Central Division. 

In 2002, the Bears returned their training camp to Illinois for the first time since 1983, moving to Olivet 
Nazarene University in Bourbonnais. The move fit into Phillips’ goals of making Bears football more acces- 
sible to those who have supported the organization for decades, Fans responded favorably, turning out in 
record numbers over the three-week training period with some practice crowds exceeding 10,000 in atten- 
dance, 

Phillips continues to emphasize the importance of fan relations and customer service, working to improve 
the team's website, expanding the club's special events and community relations efforts and enhancing the 
Bears game day experience. He expanded the team's marketing and sales departments to help increase rev 
enues, While delivering better service, more creativity and value to local and national business partners. 

A key member of the Bears front office since 1983, Phillips was named President and Chief Executive 
Officer on February 10, 1999. He is the fourth person to serve as president in the organization's storied 84 
year history following Michael McCaskey, George “Mugs” Halas, Jr., and George S. Halas. 

Phillips served as the Bears vice president of operations for six seasons starting in 1993. His primary 
duties included negotiating player contracts and serving as the Bears salarv capologist, as well as handling 
league-related marketing, financial and legal tissues. He was also responsible for overseeing al! departments 
within the organization, other than coaching and player personnel, and served as the club's chief financial 
officer. Phillips also has been the Bears main liaison with the NFL office and the NFL Management Council 

Before becoming vice president of operations, Phillips served as the director of finance from 1987 to 1993, 
handling all player contract negotiations and oversecing the club's business operations. Phillips joined the 
Bears staff on September 28, 1983, as the team's controller, a position he held for four years. 

Prior to joining the Bears, Phillips was employed as an auditor and tax accountant with the internation 
al accounting firm of Ernst & Whinney (now Ernst & Young), from 1979-83. He graduated from the 
University of Notre Dame in 1979 with a degree in business and accounting. Phillips earned a master of mar- 
keting and management degree from the Kellogg Graduate School at Northwestern University in 1989. 

Phillips was born June 27, 1957, in Oneida, N.Y., and grew up in Nashua, N.H. He and his wife, Katie, 
have three sons: Matthew (8), Max (6) and Frank [4).

ince joining Chicago prior to the 2001 season, general manag- 
S: Jerry Angelo has brought a clear vision to Bears football. 

Rewarding core players, building through the draft and man- 
aging the salary cap are the cornerstones of Angelo’s direction. His 
plan has allowed Chicago to build upon a strong nucleus of young 
talent leading to continuity within the Bears football operations. 

Angelo has been proactive with the team’s key players over the 
past two years, extending contracts of nine current starters includ- 
ing Pro Bowlers Brian Urlacher, Marty Booker and Olin Kreutz (Rex 
Tucker, Bryan Robinson, Warrick Holdman, Jerry Azumah, R.W. 
McQuarters and Paul Edinger). Fifteen of the Bears projected 22 
starters in 2003 are signed through the next two seasons. 

The draft has been the primary means to bringing new talent to 
the football team. During the 2003 offseason, Angelo orchestrated 
the League’s most significant draft trade sending the fourth overall 
pick to the New York Jets in exchange for two first round selections (Michael Haynes and Rex 
Grossman). By the end of the draft weekend, Chicago had selected 12 players, the most of any team 
in the NFL. In addition to the young crop of drafted talent, Angelo and his staff also upgraded the 
team’s offense by signing free agent quarterback Kordell Stewart and tight end Desmond Clark. 

In his first season leading the Bears football operations, General Manager Jerry Angelo helped 
guide the team to its first division title in 11 years. He rewarded head coach Dick Jauron the follow- 
ing offseason with a new three-year contract and extended the rest of the coaching staff through 
2004. 

Angelo was handed the reins of the Chicago Bears football operations on June 12, 2001 as the 
team’s first general manager since 1986 (Jerry Vainisi). Angelo brings 34 years of football experience 
to Chicago, including 20 as a NFL scout and 16 in the NFC North Division (includes 15 years in for- 
mer NFC Central Division). He oversees the Bears entire football staff including football operations, 
personnel and coaching along with all decisions regarding the draft, free agency, trades and the 
salary cap. 

Angelo accepted his current post after spending 14 years overseeing Tampa Bay’s scouting depart- 
ment as the Buccaneer's Director of Player Personnel. In Tampa, Angelo helped turn a team that 
averaged under five wins a season in its first 21 years of existence into a perennial playoff contender, 
as the Buccaneers averaged almost 10 wins over his last four years with three playoff berths and 
one NFC Championship appearance (1999). The Youngstown, Ohio, native was a key member in car- 
rying out the philosophy of Tampa's rebuilding process. He contributed to drafting Pro Bowlers Tony 
Mayberry (1990), John Lynch (1993), Trent Dilfer (1994), Warren Sapp (1995), Derrick Brooks 
(1995), Mike Alstott (1996), Donnie Abraham (1996), Warrick Dunn (1997) and Martin Gramatica 
(1999). He also was a pivotal player in recruiting free agents Hardy Nickerson (1993), Jeff Christy 
(2000) and Randall McDaniel (2000), all of whom made trips to Hawaii donning a Bucs uniform. 
Overall, Angelo had a hand in Tampa's 32 Pro Bowl appearances by 14 different players from 1989 
to 2000. 

Prior to joining Tampa Bay in 1987, Angelo spent five seasons (1982-86) as a regional scout for 
the New York Giants, including their Super Bowl XX] campaign. He spent 1981 in the Canadian 
Football League as the Calgary Stampeders linebackers coach. Angelo broke into the NFL as a scout 
for the Dallas Cowboys in 1980. After playing defensive tackle for three years (1968-70) at Miami of 
Ohio for coaches Bo Schembechler and Bill Mallory, Angelo graduated with a bachelor’s degree in 
social sciences and a master’s in secondary administration while working as a graduate assistant at 
the University in 1971. He went on to coach eight more years in the collegiate ranks beginning at 
Colorado State as a part-time defensive line coach (1972) and ending with a five-year stint as the d- 
line coach at Syracuse (1975-79). In 1973 and 1974, he served as the defensive line coach and 
recruiting coordinator for the University of Tampa before the Spartans cut the football program. 

Jerry and his wife, Bernie, have two daughters, Leisa, who is married to Brad Rice, and Sutton.

ick Jauron enters his fifth year as the Bears head coach and 
leads a rejuvenated team into the 2003 season. After win- 
ning the NFC Central Division Championship in 2001, 
Jauron faced a challenging 2002 marred by injuries and a tempo- 





rary home in Champaign, Ill. The result was a disappointing four- 
win season. Despite the record, the team fought through a difficult 
year, tallying home and road wins versus two playoff-bound oppo- 
nents (Atlanta and NY Jets), and fielded three pro bowlers (Marty 
Booker, Olin Kreutz and Brian Urlacher). 

Jauron led the Bears to their biggest two-season turnaround in 
team history by improving cight games in 2001 from the previous 
13-3 record and Chicago’s first NFC 

Central Division Championship since 1990. The Bears swept three 
of its four division rivals and the resurgence under Jauron’s direction earned him Coach of the Year 
honors from multiple publications and organizations. Jauron also joined George Halas and Mike 


season, culminating in a 


Ditka as the only Bears coaches to lead a team to 13 or more wins in one year and became one of 
only six Chicago coaches to guide his team on a six-game win streak. 

Following the lead of their head coach, Chicago maintained a rare poise in clutch situations 
throughout 2001 resulting in five second-half come-from-behind victories, including two in overtime, 
and an 8-0 record in games decided by seven points or less. In addition, Chicago did not suffer con- 
secutive losses for the first time since 1988. 

Jauron navigated his young team through the NFL’s toughest schedule in 2000 ending the sea- 
son with five wins and a 4-4 mark over the final eight games. The Bears proved to be a dangerous 
foe over the second half of the year, beating two playoff-bound opponents (Indianapolis and Tampa 
Bay) and knocking a third out of the playoffs in the season finale (Detroit). Over Jauron’s first two 
seasons in Chicago, the Bears defeated all of their divisional opponents at least once and the Bears’ 
consecutive victories at Green Bay made Jauron the first coach in team history to win his first two 
road contests against the Packers. 

Jauron led the club to six wins in 1999 against a schedule which was the eighth most difficult in 
the NFL and included 14 games versus teams that finished .500 or better. Eleven of the Bears first 
12 games were decided on the final drive including two overtime contests. Jauron’s first edition also 
won road games at Green Bay and Minnesota - a feat last accomplished by the 1985 Bears.

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Jauron was named the 12th head coach in Chicago Bears history on January 24, 1999, follow- 
ing four seasons as defensive coordinator of the Jacksonville Jaguars. 

Jauron is a 27-year veteran of the NFL as a player and coach, including 18 years in the NFC 
North (formerly Central) Division, and played a major role in Jacksonville's rise from expansion team 
to division champion and Super Bow! contender. In his four seasons in Jacksonville, the Jaguars 
won 35 games and reached the playoffs three times including a trip to the AFC Championship game 
in 1996. 

In their first-ever season, the 1995 expansion Jaguars finished 21st in the NFL in total defense, 
including 24th against the rush and 17th against the pass. Jauron's 1996 Jaguars defense finished 
15th in total defense (19th and 16th versus the rush and pass, respectively). In 1997, the Jags were 
23rd overall, 13th against the rush and 24th against the pass. Jacksonville was 25th overall in 
1998; 22nd against the rush, 23rd against the pass. They finished tied for second in the AFC and 
tied for fifth in the league with a +10 turnover differential that season, The Jags were seventh in the 
conference and 13th in the NFL with 30 takeaways (third and fifth with 17 fumble recoveries) and 
finished sixth in the AFC and 11th in the NFL in third down defense, allowing a 36.5% conversion 
rate. In 1998, the Jaguars’ red zone defense was among the league's leaders as well, with a 46.0% 
TD percentage, ranking fifth in the AFC and ninth in the league. They were tied for 12th in the NFL 
(fifth in the AFC) with 32 touchdowns allowed by the defense. 

Prior to joining the Jaguars, Jauron spent nine seasons in Green Bay as the Packers’ defensive 
backs coach. He worked under Forrest Gregg (1986-87), Lindy Infante (1988-91) and Mike 
Holmgren (1992-94). Jauron was on Green Bay's staff with Jacksonville Head Coach Tom Coughlin 
in 1986-87 and he is the fifth member of Holmgren’s original staff to earn a NFL head coaching posi- 
tion. The others are Ray Rhodes (defensive coordinator, four years at Philadelphia, one year at Green 
Bay), Jon Gruden (wide receivers, Tampa Bay, four years at Oakland), Steve Mariucci (quarterbacks, 
San Francisco), and Andy Reid (tight ends / quarterbacks, Philadelphia). Jauron’s NFL coaching 
sareer began in 1985 with the Buffalo Bills, where he served one season as Hank Bullough’s sec- 
ondary coach. 


NFL Player 

Jauron was selected by the Detroit Lions in the fourth round of the 1973 NFL draft. He played in 
Detroit from 1973-77 and was a 1974 Pro Bow! selection. The Lions waived Jauron in early ‘78, but 
he signed with Cincinnati six days later and was a Bengal until 1980, when he suffered a career- 
ending knee injury. He ended his playing career with 26 interceptions and two touchdowns, includ- 
ing seven thefts and one TD return against Chicago. 

As a Lions’ rookie, Jauron started at free safety in a game against the Bears (11-18-73). He inter- 
cepted three Gary Huff passes on the afternoon, tied for the Bears opponents’ individual record, 
including a 95-yard return for a touchdown, the fourth longest ever against Chicago. His 167 inter- 
ception return yards are still a record for a Bears’ opponent. Jauron had four more career intercep- 
tions against Chicago, including returns of 41, 26 and 28 yards, plus two fumble recoveries. His 
103 punt return yards (three returns on 11-24-74) is the fifth-best Bears opponents individual total 
in team annals. He played nine games against Chicago, all as a Lion. 


Personal 

After retiring from the playing field, Jauron and a former teammate Jimmy Corbett opened a 
health and fitness center in Cincinnati. He left the business in 1983 and spent two years working 
for Nautilus before beginning his coaching career. 

Richard Manual Jauron was born on October 7, 1950, in Peoria, Ill. Jauron lived two years in 
Peoria where his father, Bob, was head football coach at Manual High School. Dick’s middle name 
comes as a result of his father's association with the school. He spent his childhood years in 
Rensselaer, Ind., where his father was head coach at St, Joseph's College, former site of the Bears 
summer training camp. Jauron attended Swampscott High School in suburban Boston and starred 
in football, basketball and baseball. He was drafted by the St. Louis Cardinals as a shortstop and 
was an all-American in football, a running back/safety who led his team to two consecutive state 
championships. The Boston Globe named Jauron one of the top 10 prep athletes of the 20th centu- 
ry in the state of Massachusetts.

reg Blache, a highly regarded 15-year NFL coaching veteran, begins his 
fifth season as defensive coordinator for the Bears. 

On the heels of a record-setting performance tn 2001 and with nine defen- 
sive starters returning in 2002, early injuries on the defensive line (Ted 
Washington and Phillip Daniels), linebacking corps (Warrick Holdman) and 
defensive backfield (R.W. McQuarters) forced 11 different starting lineups in 
16 games for the Bears last season. While some of the faces were forced to 
change, the attacking, aggressive philosophy remained the same. The Bears 
recorded 64 tackles behind the line of scrimmage in 2002, the most since 
Blache starting directing the defense (50 in 2001, 40 in 2000 and 58 in 1999), The Bears also forced 
at least one turnover in 33 consecutive games which was the second longest active streak in the 
League. In the past four seasons, Blache’s defenses have forced 118 turnovers, including 37 in 2001, 
the most by a Bears defense since 1990, and has accounted for 12 touchdowns (2 in 1999, 4 in 
2000, 5 in 2001, 1 in 2002). 

In 2001, Blache molded his young crew into one of the top defensive units in the NFL, producing 
the top-ranked scoring defense in the League, allowing only 203 points in 16 games (12.7 points per 
game) which ranks third in Bears history for a 16-game schedule behind only the 1985 and 1986 
Bears. The rushing defense ranked second in the NFL and first in the NFC allowing just 82.1 yards 
per contest while allowing only three rushes of 20 or more yards all season and only six rushing TDs, 
the fewest since 1998 (5). 

Blache incorporated seven new starters into his lineup in 2000. The unit took root over the final 
eight games of the season, moving 11 spots to finish 16th overall in the NFL after allowing 49 fewer 
points and 400 less net yards then in the previous eight games. His success as a defensive coordi- 
nator has earned him NFL head coaching considerations after the 1998, 2001 and 2002 seasons. 

Prior to joining the Bears, Blache served as the Indianapolis Colts’ defensive line coach for five 
seasons (1994-98) and held the same position for the Green Bay Packers for six years (1988-93) 
where he served on the staff with Dick Jauron. At Indianapolis, Blache served under Ted 
Marchibroda, Lindy Infante and Jim Mora and helped the Colts advance to the AFC title game in 
1996. He coached several top pass rushers at Indianapolis including double-digit sackers Dan 
Footman and Tony Bennett along with tackle Ellis Johnson. 

Blache’s coaching career began in 1968 as a defensive assistant at Notre Dame, where he had suf- 
fered a leg injury as a freshman that ended his playing career. Upon graduation in 1971, Blache 
stayed at Notre Dame for five seasons, one year as a grad assistant and four years as a full-time 
assistant. Blache then joined the Tulane staff in 1976, where he coached the offensive line (1976- 
77), outside linebackers (1978-79) and defensive backs (1980). He returned to Notre Dame to coach 
running backs (1981) and the defensive line and outside linebackers (1982-83). Blache then served 
one year as defensive coordinator with the USFL’s Jacksonville Bulls in 1984, and had one-year 
experiences at Southern University (1986, defensive coordinator) and Kansas ('87, special teams 
coordinator) before landing in Green Bay starting in 1988. 

Blache was a defensive back at Notre Dame before his injury, where he earned a bachelor’s degree 
in sociology and a master’s in secondary education. Born March 9, 1949, in New Orleans, La., 
Blache is married to Lynn and has six children: Greg Jr., Jennifer, Christopher, Sarah, Corinne and 
Matthew.

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ohn Shoop enters his third season as offensive coordinator for the Bears 
lace fifth with the team, taking over playing-calling responsibilities in 2000 
prior to Chicago’s Week 15 matchup against New England. The Bears won 17 
of the first 21 regular-season games under his offensive direction, After jump- 
ing to a fast start in 2002, key injuries along the offensive line and at quar- 
terback stalled the improving unit. Despite the setbacks, Chicago's offense 
under Shoop’s direction sent two players to the Pro Bowl for the second con- 
secutive season for the first time since 1990-91 and the first wide receiver to 
make the squad since 1971 (Marty Booker). Booker is only the fourth receiv- 
er in franchise history (Dick Gordon, Harlon Hill and Johnny Morris) to earn the recognition and he 
helped the Bears rank among the leaders in pass plays over 20 yards during the 2002 season. 

In 2001, the Bears ball-control offense tied a team record losing only eight fumbles, tying the pre- 
vious low for a 16-game schedule set in 1978. In addition to taking care of the ball the offensive line 
proved to be the best in the NFL at preventing sacks allowing a league-low 17 sacks, more than 21 
below the NFL average (38.6) and 17 fewer than the team permitted in 2000 (34). Chicago’s rushing 
attack finished 17th in the NFL in 2001 (108.9 ypg) and featured the Offensive Rookie of the Year, 
Anthony Thomas, who became the first Bears running back to earn the honor since Gale Sayers in 
1965. Thomas established a Bears rookie rushing record with 1,183 yards on 278 carries, surpass- 
ing Rashaan Salaam’s 1995 record of 1,074 yards. 

Shoop was promoted as the Bears’ offensive coordinator on Jan. 22, 2001 after joining the Bears’ 
coaching staff on Feb. 5, 1999 as the squad's quarterbacks coach. Shoop will continue to work with 
the quarterbacks in addition to his game-planning duties. He joined Chicago after serving four sea- 
sons with the Carolina Panthers. 

As quarterbacks coach, Shoop was instrumental in the Bears potent passing attack of 1999 and 
coached three different passers who threw for over 1,000 yards (Cade McNown, Shane Matthews and 
Jim Miller), a feat accomplished only one other time in NFL history (Miami Dolphins, 1993). 

Shoop became just the second coach hired exclusively to tutor Bears QBs, following Sid 
Luckman.(Luckman was a Bears’ assistant in 1954 and 1956-70). 

A member of the Carolina Panthers for four seasons (1995-98), Shoop served the last two as quar- 
terbacks coach for head coach Dom Capers. He spent his first two years in Charlotte as the Panthers’ 
offensive quality control coach. The Panthers reached the NFC Championship game in 1996, losing 
to eventual Super Bowl champion Green Bay. 

Shoop’s coaching career began in 1991 when he was a volunteer QBs coach at Dartmouth College. 
He then spent three seasons as a graduate assistant at Vanderbilt (1992-94) before arriving in 
Charlotte to work with the expansion Panthers. 

Shoop graduated from the University of the South in 1991 where he played quarterback for the 
Tigers for four years. He then earned a master’s degree in education from Peabody College at 
Vanderbilt University. 

Born August 1, 1969 in Pittsburgh, Shoop grew up in Oakmont, Pa. He and his wife, the Rev. Dr. 
Marcia Mount Shoop, have one son, Sidney.

ance Bedford enters his fifth season with the Bears after coaching 13 
Woecga at the collegiate level. He was named defensive backs coach on 
February 8, 1999 after spending the previous four seasons in the same capac- 
ity with the Michigan Wolverines (1995-98). 

Bedford worked two new starters into the lineup in 2002 along with the 
steady Mike Brown, an All-Pro performer in 2001, and veteran R.W. 
McQuarters. Mike Green led the defensive backfield in stops with 138 in his 
first season as a starter. Green was the only player besides Pro Bowler Brian 
Urlacher to lead the team in tackles during the course of the season, record- 
ing double-digit tackle totals in eight games. Bedford also oversaw the continued development of cor- 
nerback Jerry Azumah, another first-time starter, who made the transition from running back in 
college where he was named the Walter Payton Award winner as the top player in Division I-AA 
where he rushed for a then-national career record of 6,193 yards. Bedford's defensive backfield has 
returned interceptions for seven scores in the past three seasons, equalling the Bears total from the 
previous nine seasons combined, dating back to 1991. 2001 Brown accounted for two scores off 
interceptions in 2001, capping overtime victories in back-to-back games with scores against San 
Francisco and Cleveland, and a fumble return for a score against Buffalo in 2002. 

At Michigan, Bedford’s pass defense was among the nation's best, including ranking No. 1 in the 
nation in 1997 (133.8 yards-per-game and an NCAA record 8.8 yards-per-completion), and the 
NCAA's third best INT total of 22. Bedford was Charles Woodson's position coach when Woodson 
won the Heisman Trophy after the '97 season. 

Bedford's coaching career began at Forestbrook High in Houston in 1985. He coached defensive 
backs for Oklahoma State (1993-94), Colorado State (1987-92), and Navarro Junior College (1986). 
His 1990 Rams secondary led the nation with 25 picks against WAC foes. 

A native of Beaumont, Texas, Bedford played cornerback at Texas for four years (1977-79, ‘81). 
He set the Longhorn single-season pass break-up record as a senior (22). Bedford was Defensive 
MVP of the 1982 Senior Bowl before being selected in the fifth round of the 1982 NFL Draft by St. 
Louis. He played one season each for the Cardinals ('82) and the USFL’s Oklahoma Outlaws (84) 
before beginning his coaching career. 

Bedford was born August 20, 1958 in Beaumont, Texas. He is married to Margaret.

rooks, a 17-year NFL coaching veteran, was named the Bears’ defensive 
line coach on Feb. 14, 2003, after spending the last four seasons as the 
defensive line coach of the Seattle Seahawks. Brooks followed head coach 
Mike Holmgren from Green Bay where he tutored the League’s all-time sack 
leader Reggie White (1994-98). Pror to joining the Packers, he was an assis- 
tant coach at Virginia State (1992-93) and with the L.A. Rams (1983-90). 

Brooks, one of the NFL’s top defensive tackles during an 11-year playing 
career with the Rams (1972-1982), was named to the Pro Bow! for five con- 
secutive seasons (1976-80) and was an All-Pro selection in 1977, 1978 and 
1979. Drafted in the 14th round by the Rams in 1972 (355th overall), he became a starter midway 
through his rookie season and played an intregal role with linemates Jack Youngblood, Cody Jones 
and Fred Dryer as the Rams won seven consecutive NFC Western Division championships (1973- 
1979), played in four NFC Championship games (1974, 1975, 1976, 1979) and one Super Bowl 
(1/20/80 vs. Pittsburgh). 

He began his coaching career with the Los Angeles Rams in 1983 as an assistant defensive line 
coach. He spent eight seasons with Rams and was out of football in 1991 before returning to his 
alma mater in 1992 where he served as Virginia State’s assistant athletic director and assistant foot- 
ball coach. He was named VSU's athletic director in 1993 before joining Holmgren’s Packers staff in 
1994. 

A native of Prince George, Va., Brooks (defensive line) and Jauron (defensive backs) were part of 
the same defensive staff in 1994, guiding the Packers to a playoff win over the Lions before falling to 
Dallas in the Divisional Playoff. 

Brooks was named to the Associated Press Little All-America team while playing for Virginia State. 
He also earned all-conference honors and was recognized as the Virginia Small College Lineman of 
the Year in 1971. Brooks, who was inducted into the Virginia Hall of Fame in 2000, is married, 
Colleen, and has one son, Larry Jr.

huck Bullough enters his fifth season on the Bears coaching staff, At the 

conclusion of the 2003 season, he will have coached every defensive posi- 

tion as well as special] teams. Bullough has been an assistant linebackers 

_ coach (1999-2001), assistant defensive line coach (2002), assistant defensive 
backs coach (2003) and assistant special teams coach (1999-2003). 

Bullough spent two seasons (1997-98) as an assistant coach (defensive 
backs and offensive line) at Michigan State University. He spent the previous 
five years playing linebacker in the NFL (Eagles, Dolphins and Colts) before 
his career was cut short by injury. He was originally drafted by the Eagles in 
the eighth round of the 1992 draft. 

Bullough played middle linebacker at Michigan State University (1987-91) in head coach George 
Perles’ fames stunt 4-3 defense. During his career, the team went to four straight bow! games (Rose, 
Gator, Aloha and Sun).

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ete Carmichael joined the Bears on March 5, 2001 as an offensive assis- 
Presi after serving as offensive coordinator for the Cleveland Browns for 
one season. He is an nine-year NFL veteran and previously worked in 
Jacksonville as wide receivers coach. 

As the Browns offensive coordinator, the team jumped out to a 2-1 record 
and first place in the AFC Central before QB Tim Couch, ranked second in the 
AFC in completion percentage, broke his thumb and spent the remainder of 
the season on IR. In 1999, Carmichael’s wide receiving corps helped the 
Jaguars’ offense rank among the top NFL units in several categories. 
Jacksonville receiver Jimmy Smith led the League in receiving in 1999 with 1,636 yards and he and 
teammate Keenan McCardell ranked first and seventh, respectively, in total receiving yards from 
1996-99. The Jags ranked fourth in the AFC in passing and third overall in total offense, led the AFC 
and third in NFL with 331 first downs and second in the AFC and fourth overall in the NFL with 
40.0% third down efficiency, 

In five seasons as wide receivers coach with Jacksonville, Carmichael developed the Jaguars wide 
receiving corps into one of the top units in the NFL. The Jaguars placed a receiver in the Pro Bowl 
four straight years, and compiled six 1,000-yard receiving seasons In that time. 

Carmichael joined the Jaguars as wide receivers coach on March 3, 1994 after 13 seasons at 
Boston College (1981-1993), the last three as wide receivers coach under Tom Coughlin. 

Carmichael began his coaching career in 1963 at Watchung Hills (N.J.) High School and coached 
at Clark (N.J.) High in 1964. In 1965, he spent a year at Virginia Military Institute, then he went to 
Madisonboro (N.J.) High. That was followed by stints at New Hampshire (1967), Columbia (1974-77) 
and on Joe Yukica's Boston College staff (1968-72). He was head coach at Trenton State College in 
1973. After three years as an assistant at Columbia, he earned his second head coaching assign- 
ment from 1977 to ‘80 at the Merchant Marine Academy. In 1981, he returned to Boston College to 
begin a 10-year stint as defensive backs coach under Jack Bicknell. 

Carmichael played freshman football at Dayton (1959) before transferring to Montclair State 
College, where he continued his playing career. He graduated from Montclair State in 1964 with a 
bachelor’s degree in health and physical education. He was born March 4, 1941 in Plainfield, N.J. 
and attended North Plainfield High School, where he lettered three years in both football and base- 
ball. 

Carmichael and his wife, Elaine, have two daughters, Layni (Ratcliffe) and Kathleen (Hight), and 
a son, Pete, who serves as an assistant coach for the San Diego Chargers. They also have eight 
grandchildren.

Second-year pro Mike Gandy took over for the remaining six games at left tackle 
after making his debut at left guard in Week Seven. Colombo joined fellow linemen Olin Kreutz and Chris Villarial 
who also started at least one game in their rookie seasons in Chicago. Colombo’s start marked the sixth consecutive 
year a rookie has started for the Bears.

harlie Coiner enters his third season on the Bears staff after joining the 
team on Feb. 12, 2001 to oversee offensive quality control. He joined the 
Bears after one season as the offensive coordinator at Texas Southern. 
Coiner served as the special teams coach and recruiting coordinator at LSU 
for one year and was the linebackers coach at Tenn.-Chattanooga in 1998. 
Prior to his stint at UTC, Coiner was a tight ends coach and recruiting coor- 
dinator at Louisville for three years.

ichard Dent is in his first season as assistant defensive line coach. The 
Bears’ all-time sacks leader and MVP of Super Bowl XX joined the squad 
on April 8, 2003. He will work with defensive line coach Larry Brooks focus- 
ing on the Bears pass rush. 

Dent, who spent 12 years in a Bears uniform, recorded double-digit sack 
totals each season from 1984 to 1988 and holds Chicago's single-season 
sacks mark registering 17.5 in 1984, just his second season in the League. 
He finished his career with 137.5 sacks (124.5 with Chicago) which ranks fifth 
all-time in NFL history behind only Reggie White (198.0), Bruce Smith (195.0), 
Kevin Greene (160.0) and Chris Doleman (150.5). During his 12 years in Chicago, he led the team 
in sacks eight times, including eight seasons with double-digit sack totals. 

The four-time Pro Bowler out of Tennessee State was selected by the Bears in the eighth round of 
the 1983 draft and quickly became one of the anchors of a historic defense which played in three 
NFC Championship games and won Super Bowl XX. 

Dent played for San Francisco in 1994 and returned to the Bears for one season in 1995, playing 
in just five games during those two seasons. He played in 16 games for Indianapolis in 1996, record- 
ing 6.5 sacks, and finished his career in 1997 in Philadelphia where he had 4.5 sacks in 15 games. 

During his 15-year NFL career, Dent played in 203 games with 151 starts, recording 675 total 
tackles (410 solo), eight interceptions, 38 forced fumbles, 13 fumble recoveries and one touchdown.

NFC DEFENSIVE PLAYER OF THE WEEK: Linebacker Brian Urlacher was named NFC 
Defensive Player of the Week following his performance against Atlanta (9/15). The 6-4, 254 
pounder recorded a team-high 13 tackles in the Bears 14-13 win over the Falcons in Atlanta 
(9/15) including two tackles for losses, two quarterback sacks and a fumble recovery. Urlacher, 
the 2000 Defensive Rookie of the Year, was also named NFC Defensive Rookie of the Month in 
October of that same season, 








EDINGER NAMED NFC SPECIAL TEAMS PLAYER OF THE MONTH: Bears kicker Paul 
Edinger was named the NFC’s Special Teams Player of the Month for November. During the 
month he connected on 10 of 11 field goal attempts, including an end of regulation game-tying 
22 yarder against Detroit and a 40-yard game winner in overtime. The third-year pro out of 
Michigan State made eight straight field goals to start the month, increasing his career-long con- 
secutive attempts made streak to 13 which dated back to Week Four at Buffalo (9/22).

di poe Haley begins his third season with the Bears and sixth in the NFL. He 
was named Bears wide receivers coach on Jan. 30, 2001. 

In 2002, Haley continued to assist Marty Booker make strides following a 
break-out 2001 season, culminating in the Bears’ first Pro Bow! selection at 
wide receiver since 1971 and only the fourth receiver in franchise history to 
earn the recognition (Dick Gordon, Harlon Hill and Johnny Morris). Booker 
became just the second Bears receiver to record back-to-back 1 ,000-yard sea- 
son with a career best 1,189 yards while just missing his second consecutive 
season of 100 or more catches (97). Dez White also took advantage of Haley's 
mentorship, recording his first 100-yard receiving game and establishing career bests with 51 recep- 
tions for 656 yards and four touchdowns. Second-year pro David Terrell had three scores after play- 
ing in only five games before being placed on Injured Reserve. The receiving corp averages just 2.7 
seasons of NFL experience with veterans Booker (5 years) and White (4 years) leading the way. 

In Haley’s first season with the Bears he guided a young group which featured a break-out sea- 
son from Booker who became the first Bears receiver in team history to catch 100 passes in a sea- 
son. Booker became the eighth receiver in Bears history to surpass 1,000 yards receiving in a sea- 
son with 1,071 yards on 100 receptions. 

Haley joins the Bears after spending six seasons with the New York Jets (1995-2000). He men- 
tored the Jets receivers for two seasons after serving as the team's offensive assistant/quality con- 
trol from 1997-98, He was a member of the Jets scouting department for two years. 

In 2000, the Jets had the sixth-best passing offense in the NFL. The aerial attack featured 
receivers Wayne Chrebet and Dedric Ward and rookie Laveranues Coles. During his tenure with the 
Jets, Haley coached Keyshawn Johnson to his second straight Pro Bowl appearance. Johnson fin- 
ished 1999 with 89 catches for 1170 yards and eight touchdowns. 

A competitive golfer, Haley played for the University of Florida and University of Miami golf 
teams. He received his bachelor's degree from the University of North Florida in communications. 

Haley and his wife, Chrissy, have two daughters, Taylor and Peyton.

ary Moeller, an eight-year NFL coaching veteran after 23 years at the col- 
legiate level, is back for his second season overseeing Chicago's lineback- 
ers. He was named Bears linebackers coach on Feb, 22, 2002. 

Moeller inherited one of the top young linebacking corps in the League and 
helped continue their development. Three-time Pro Bowler Brian Urlacher 
posted a single-season franchise record for tackles in a season with 214 
which included 19 stops behind the line of scrimmage and 4.5 sacks. A set- 
back to the group last season was a Week 4 injury to starter Warrick Holdman 
who spent the remainder of the season on Injured Reserve, missing 12 games. 
Veterans Mike Caldwell, Bobbie Howard and rookie Bryan Knight platooned in his vacated position 
and combined for 138 tackles, five sacks and four fumble recoveries. 

Moeller joined the Bears after one year as the defensive coordinator at Jacksonville. The Jaguars 
finished tied for 16th in the league in overall defense in 2001 and allowed only 286 points, fourth- 
fewest in the AFC. Prior to joining the Jags, Moeller served as interim head coach of the Detroit Lions 
(4-3 record) from Nov. 6, 2000 to Jan. 25, 2001, replacing Bobby Ross, who retired at midseason in 
2000. Moeller was named Lions linebackers coach in 1997 and moved up to assistant head coach 
in 2000, Prior to joining the Lions, he served as tight ends coach for the Cincinnati Bengals (1995- 
96). 

Moeller succeeded legendary University of Michigan head coach Bo Schembechler in Ann Arbor, 
leading the Wolverines to a 44-13-3 record from 1990-94, claiming three Big Ten titles and four New 
Year’s Day bowl wins. 

Moeller began his coaching career in 1964 at Bellefontaine (Ohio) High School, where he spent 
three years before joining Schembechler as an assistant at Miami of Ohio. Moeller moved to Michigan 
with Schembechler in 1969, serving as the defensive ends coach and was promoted to defensive 
coordinator in 1973. In 1977 he was named head coach at the University of Illinois and returned to 
Michigan after three seasons to coach quarterbacks. During his second stint at Michigan he held 
both defensive and offensive coordinator positions. 

Moeller and his wife, Ann, have three daughters, Susan Weeks, Amy Hevel and Molly Edwards 
and a son, Andy, who lettered three times as a linebacker at Michigan and is currently the offensive 
line coach in Ann Arbor,

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BK Mosley begins his fifth season in the NFL after spending 20 seasons 
in the college ranks, and 30 years overall as a football coach. 

Under Mosley’s guidance the Bears have shown a renewed running attack. 
For the second consecutive season at least three different Bears rushers 
crossed the goalline and Anthony Thomas, the team’s leading rusher, tied for 
the team lead in touchdowns despite missing four games due to injury. Rookie 
Adrian Peterson, the NCAA's all-time leading ground gainer, carried 19 times 
for 101 yards (5.3 yards per carry) in nine games. Leading the charge for 
Bears ballcarriers are fullbacks Daimon Shelton and Stanley Pritchett. 
Shelton has helped open holes for 1,000-yard rushers three of the past five seasons (Thomas, 2001; 
Fred Taylor, Jacksonville, 1998, 2000) while Pritchett is a threat out of the backfield with 19 recep- 
tions for 165 yards in 2002. 

In 2001, NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year Anthony Thomas established a Bears rookie record, 
collecting 1,183 yards on 278 carries, supassing Rashaan Salaam's 1995 record of 1,074. Thomas 
became Chicago's first Offensive Rookie of the Year since Gale Sayers earned the honor tn 1965. As 
a team, the Bears rushed for 1,742 yards on 475 carries for an average of 3.7 yards per carry and 
achived the team's third-highest rushing total in the past nine seasons. 

Under Mosley’s tutelege, the Bears had back-to-back 1,000-yard rushers (James Allen, 1,120 in 
2000) for the first time since 1989-90 and Thomas’ 1,183 yards were the most by a Chicago back 
since 1989. 

Mosley spent four seasons (1984-87) at Northwestern and also coached for five years (1992-96) 
at Notre Dame under Lou Holtz. Before joining the Bears, Mosley spent two seasons as the running 
backs coach at Stanford University. Prior to that, he was the running backs coach in South Bend, 
where he coached three running backs who gained over 1,000 yards in a season: Reggie Brooks (92), 
Lee Becton (93), and Autry Denson (96). He also coached future NFL star Jerome Bettis. 

From 1988-91, Mosley tutored the defensive line at Temple. Prior to overseeing the Owl linemen 
in Philadelphia, he coached defensive backs and outside linebackers at Northwestern ('84-'87, 
including two under Dennis Green) and handled the defensive backs at Rutgers (1980-83, where he 
coached future NFL star DB Deron Cherry). 

Mosley began his college coaching career at his alma mater West Chester State in 1979, where 
he had been a captain and first-team all conference defensive back. He was a teacher and coach at 
Chester High (Pa.) from 1973-79. 

In 1973, Mosley earned a bachelor’s of science degree in health and physical education at West 
Chester State.

TRAIN ROLLS ON 


Running back Anthony Thomas led the Bears rushers for the second consecutive season in 2002, 
gaining 721 yards on 214 carries while tying for the team-lead in touchdowns with six despite 
missing the final four games of the season with a finger injury. Thomas has gained 1,904 yards 
rushing in just two seasons, moving past Beattie Feathers’ four-year total of 1,846 yards for 17th 
place in Chicago rushing history. The Michigan product recorded his fifth career 100-yard rush- 
ing effort with 111 yards against New Orleans on Sept. 22, tying him for 7th most in team histo- 
ry (with Feathers).

reg Olson is in his first season as the Bears quarterback coach. Olson 
CGHionea the squad Feb. 14, 2003 and becomes just the third quarterbacks 
coach in the 83-year history of the Bears franchise, joining Sid Luckman 
(1954, 1956-70) and John Shoop (1999-2000) as the only previous coaches to 
hold the position. 

Olson, who has coached quarterbacks Drew Brees, Jeff Garcia and Jon 
Kitna during his 16-year coaching career, joins the Bears after his second 
stint as an assistant coach at Purdue University. In 2002, Olson rejoined the 
Boilermakers as the tight end coach/recruiting coordinator when his wife, 
Lissa, was named head coach of the Purdue men’s and women’s track teams, The year prior, Olson 
was quarterbacks coach of the San Francisco 49ers, assisting in the development of Jeff Garcia who 
earned his second straight Pro Bowl appearance after completing 62.7 percent of his passes in 2001 
for 3,538 yards and 32 touchdowns. San Francisco finished the season 12-5 after losing to Green 
Bay in a Wild Card playoff game. 

During his first stint at Purdue as a quarterbacks coach (1997-2000), Olson tutored two-time 
Heisman Trophy finalist Drew Brees (1999 and 2000), while the Boilermakers ranked 13th in the 
nation in passing offense in 1997, seventh in 1998, fourth in 1999 and sixth in 2000. Brees was 
named the Big Ten Offensive Player of the Year in 1998 and 2000 and he left Purdue as the Big Ten's 
and school's all-time career leader in six offensive categories. Brees was named an All-American after 
he led the nation in total offense in 2000 (349.1 yards per game) and was a three-time Big Ten all- 
conference performer (1998-2000), In 1997, quarterback Billy Dicken (Chicago Rush) was named 
first team all-Big Ten. In four out of Olson’s five years at Purdue the Boilermakers finished first in 
the Big Ten in total offense. 

Prior to joining the Purdue staff in 1997, Olson coached the quarterbacks at Idaho from 1994 to 
1996. He tutored Ryan Fien, Division I-A’s second-ranked quarterback in 1996, while the Vandals 
ranked fourth in the nation in passing offense, fifth in total offense and 15th in scoring. In 1994, 
Idaho was second nationally in total offense and scoring and seventh in passing offense. 

From 1990 to 1993, Olson was offensive coordinator at Central Washington, his alma mater. The 
Wildcats topped NAIA schools in total offense in 1991 and 1993 while he helped developed quarter- 
back Jon Kitna, who went on to become the World Bowl Most Valuable Player with the Barcelona 
Dragons in 1997 and now starts for the Cincinnati Bengals after four seasons with the Seattle 
Seahawks, 

A native of Richland, Wash., Olson was the starting quarterback at Central Washington in 1983 





and 1984 and earned a bachelor's degree in education in 1986. He began his coaching career as a 
graduate assistant the following season at Washington State (1987-89) and was on the same 
Cougars coaching staff with Purdue head coach Joe Tiller in 1989.

ATTENDANCE RECORDS 


Two of the NFL’s ten-biggest single-game attendance totals have occurred at games involving 


the Chicago Bears. 

The defending World Champs squared off against the College All-Stars on August 22, 1947, 
at Soldier Field, in front of 105,840—the third-highest total in NFL history, and the highest in 
a game played within U.S. borders. The 1942 College All-Star game at Soldier Field drew 
101,100 fans—10th all-time. 

The Cowboys and Oilers played in front of 112,376 paying customers in a pre-season game in 
Mexico City (August 15, 1994) for the NFL attendance mark.

| acencear his 20th season in the NFL, special teams coach Mike Sweatman 
enters his third season in Chicago, signing with the Bears Jan. 22, 2001, 
following a four-year stint working with the New York Jets special teams 
(1997-2000). 

The Bears special teams units have excelled under Sweatman’s guidance in 
the past two seasons. Punter Brad Maynard has landed 62 punts inside the 
20 against just 10 touchbacks while placekicker Paul Edinger tied a franchise 
record in 2002 by converting five attempts from 50 yards or longer and con- 
tinues as the team's career leader in field goal percentage (81.0). His punt and 
field goal units have also played a key role offensively for the Bears during his tenure converting fake 
field goals for scores in both 2001 and 2002 and a fake punt for a 20-yard run and first down this 
past season. Following the 2001 season, Larry Whigham was named to the Pro Bowl as a special 
teams member marking the second time in three seasons a member of the Bears' special teams was 
honored (Glyn Milburn, 2000). 

A veteran of three Super Bowl games (two championships), Sweatman served as special teams 
coach for four seasons with the New England Patriots. Prior to joining the Patriots, he spent eight 
seasons (1985-92) with the Giants. 

Sweatman joined the NFL coaching circles in 1984 as an OLB/special teams coach with the 
Minnesota Vikings. He broke into the coaching ranks as a graduate assistant at his alma mater, 
Kansas, where, in 1968, he worked for current Washington Redskins executive Pepper Rogers. 
Collegiate stops included Coffeyville Community College, the University of Kansas, Tulsa University 
and the University of Tennessee. Sweatman also coach for the Quantico Marines, the Okinawa Devil 
Dogs and served as a guest coach with the Edmonton Eskimos. 

Sweatman was a two-time all-conference linebacker and three-year letterwinner (1965-67) at 
Kansas and also co-captained the wrestling team (1965). In 1967, he was selected team captain, 
earned academic all-America honors and was selected to participate in the East-West Shrine game 
and the Hula Bowl. He earned his bachelor's degree in physical education and later earned his mas- 
ter's degree in education at Kansas. After college, Sweatman joined the Marine Corps and served four 
years of active duty as an infantry officer. Upon release from active duty he joined the Marine Corps 
Reserve and completed 26 years of commissioned service retiring as a Lieutenant Colonel. Sweatman 
has remained active in service related activities and currently serves on the Scarlet and Gold advi- 
sory board of the Marine Corps Scholarship Foundation - Chicago. 

This past year Sweatman and his wife Teri served as co-chairs of the U.S. Naval Academy 
Foundation's 2002 Brigade Parent's Fund drive. Sweatman and his wife have three sons (Tom, Chris 
and Dan) who are currently serving in the United States military (Tom, Captain-USMC; Chris, LT- 
JG-US Navy; Dan, Midshipman-US Naval Academy, Class of 2003).

Florida, is the youngest of six players who are 22. The Bears have 58 players who are under 25 
and another nine who are 30 years of age or older.

ntering his 13th NFL season as a coach, Bob Wylie was named the Bears’ 
Tisicnces line coach on February 2, 1999. Wylie oversaw a line which pro- 
duced its first back-to-back Pro Bow! selection since 1990-91 when Hawaii 
native Olin Kreutz earned his second consecutive selection. He also developed 
veterans Mike Gandy and Bernard Robertson to compliment veterans Chris 
Villarrial and Rex Tucker. First-round draft pick Marc Colombo stepped into 





the starting lineup in Week 7 and enjoyed success prior to suffering an injury, 
missing the final six games of the season, The Bears offensive line will return 
five players who have started on the line during the past three years, includ- 
ing veterans Kreutz, Tucker and Villarrial who started every game for the Bears two seasons ago. 

In 2001, the offensive line led the NFL in sacks allowed, surrendering a league-low 17, more than 
21 below the NFL average (38.6) and 17 fewer than the team permitted in 2000 (34). The offensive 
line also assisted the emergence of NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year Anthony Thomas who became 
the first Bears running back to earn the honor since Gale Sayers in 1965 and in the process pro- 
duced back-to-back 1,000-yard rushers (Thomas and James Allen). Thomas’ 1000-yard season 
marks the sixth time a Wylie-led offensive line has blocked for a 1000-yard back. 

Wylie came to Chicago from Cincinnati, where he coached Bengal tight ends in 1997 and 1998, 
helping Cory Dillon to consecutive 1000-yard seasons. Wylie spent six seasons in the NFL prior to 
joining the Bengals. He was the Tampa Bay Buccaneers’ offensive line coach in 1992-95 (helping 
Errict Rhett to consecutive 1,000-yard seasons), and coached tight ends for the New York Jets in 
1990-91. Wylie spent a year away from the NFL in 1996, as the University of Cincinnati's offensive 
line tutor; they led Conference USA in rushing (181.4 yards per game). Four Bearcat linemen earned 
post-season honors, after just six linemen with any experience and three who had started a single 
game entered camp that fall. 

Wylie played at Colorado for three years before transferring to Roger Williams (RI) College in 1972, 
where he earned a degree in American studies. He also earned a master’s degree in economics from 
the University of Rhode Island. He began his coaching career in 1980 as offensive line coach at 
Brown (1980-82), continued in that role at Holy Cross in 1983-84 and was Ohio University’s offen- 
sive coordinator from 1985-87. Wylie was Colorado State's O-line instructor in 1988-89 before head- 
ing for the NFL. 

The West Warwick, R.I., native was a teacher and administrator in his hometown’s school system 
from 1973-80. Wylie was born on February 16, 1951 and has a daughter, Jennifer.

In his senior season at Wake Forest (1964), Piccolo led the nation in scor- 
ing (111 points) and rushing (1,044 yards). Signed with the Bears as an

He also 
caught 58 passes for 537 yards and one TD.

ilar to an A-B-C grading scale. 

Here’s the formula which works when entered into Microsoft Excel. Be careful, there are 196 


characters which must be typed perfectly, without any spaces, in order for everything to calcu- 
late correctly:

RULES of INSTANT REPLAY 


A “buzzer system” will be used to signal the call for a replay. Before the final two minutes, 
the head coach will buzz the referee and replay booth that he challenges a play and wants a 
review. Within the final two minutes and OT, the booth will buzz the ref. The head coaches will 
wear a belt pack containing a buzzer. When pressed, the buzzer will simultaneously signal the 
referee, umpire, and replay booth that a replay is being requested. If the buzzer is not working, 
the coach needs to throw a flag onto the field to signal his request for replay. 

There will be three replay monitors at field level in open-air stadiums. Two will be positioned 
at opposite 20-yard lines near the sideline wall. A third will be in the runway, for use if the 
weather is inclement. Two monitors will be in domed stadiums. 

: Outside of the final two minutes of each half, each team will be per- 
mitted two challenges per game that will initiate referee reviews. Each challenge will cost a team 
a time-out. If a challenge is upheld, the time-out will be restored, but the challenge will not. 
No challenges will be recognized from a team that has exhausted its time-outs. 

FINAL TWO MINUTES OF EACH HALF: After the two-minute warning of each half, and 
throughout any overtime period, any referee review will be initiated by the replay assistant in 
the replay booth in the press box. He can initiate as many review requests as he thinks neces- 
sary, no matter how many time-outs the teams have. No time-out will be charged for a review 
initiated from the replay booth. 

REFEREE REVIEW: All replay reviews will be conducted by the referee on a field-level moni- 
tor after consultation with the other covering officials on the play. A decision will be reversed 
only when the referee has “indisputable visual evidence” that the call should be changed. The 
referee cannot initiate a replay review in any instance. 

TIME LIMIT: Reviews will be a maximum of 90 seconds, timed from when the referee puts on 
the head phones to the replay booth. 

: The instant replay system will cover a variety of plays in three main 
areas—1) sideline, goal line, end zone, and end-line plays; 2) passing plays; and 3) other 
detectable infractions, such as a runner ruled down not by defensive contact, and the number 
of players on the field.

HALAS HALL 


The Chicago Bears moved into Halas Hall at Conway Park on March 3, 1997. The 38-acre complex is locat- 
ed in Lake Forest on Route 60 just east of the Tri-State Tollway, approximately four miles from the former Halas 
Hall. The building is dedicated to Bears’ founder, President and Coach George Halas. The original Halas Hail, 
on the Lake Forest College campus, was dedicated by Coach Halas in the name of his son, Mugs, in 1979. 

The modern complex includes a 100,000 square foot office building, indoor practice facility, and 2 1/2 out- 
door practice fields, surrounded by a jogging path. The remaining land will be unused, allowing the team flex- 
ibility for future expansion, One of the two 100-yard outdoor fields is equipped with 14 miles of underground 
heating tubes, enabling the grass to remain soft and growing into early winter, as well as five miles of drain 


tubing that can capture and disperse nine inches of rainfall per hour, and 2.5 miles of cooling pipes for the 


grass roots. The Walter Payton Center, an indoor facility, is a rigid structure, as opposed to the inflated “bub- 

ble” the team used from 1990-96, and includes a full 100-yard field, an all-purpose floor for basketball, and a a 
racquetball court. The structure is 85 feet high, 200 feet wide, and 400 feet long—20 feet higher and 140 feet 

longer than the Bubble. Remote controlled video cameras film the action below for coaches’ use. 

The building sits on a wetlands site; the architect chose an open-feeling design with features reminiscent of -_ 
Frank Lloyd Wright's work. Halas Hall itself covers just three acres of the property, while wetlands cover six. 
The east side cladding of the building is 83,000 linear feet of cedar, while the west side is constructed of pre- 
cast panels. The panels were made by an architectural precasting firm that laid rough sawn cedar in the cast- 
ing beds. When the panels dried, the cedar was stripped from the concrete, giving the panels their board- 
formed or wooden look. 

The main building is almost two football fields long and 100 feet wide. The old Halas Hall had 32,000 square 
feet of space, while the new building has 100,000. In fact, the entire former Halas Hall would fit into the base- 
ment of the new building. Furthermore, the old lockerroom was 1,400 square feet, while the new one is about 
3,000, has 62 lockers with room to quickly expand to 100, and 4 natural light wells (allowing full lighting with- 
out electricity on sunny days). The weight room-perhaps the most spectacular aesthetic area of the complex- 
is 7,000 square feet, almost four times the size of the 1,800 square foot workout area at the old building. The 
glass wall on the east side of the weight room is 28 feet high, perfect for viewing the white-tailed deer on their 
evening romps across the complex grounds. A two-lane lap pool is behind the weight room, and its sixty foot —_— 
lanes have built-in resistance currents, The training room is five times the size of its predecessor, and boasts 
a doctors’ office, x-ray facility, medical records storeroom, casting room, whirlpool, cold-dip plunge, steam 
room, and sauna, The football needs are met with eight classrooms, two large mecting room/classroom, and a —_ 


150-seat auditorium capable of hosting seminars, television productions and football players,

INSTANT REPLAY’S PLAYERS 


The new instant replay system reinstated in 1999 uses digital computer technology, not video tape 
as was employed from 1986-91. The new system affords quicker access to replays. The system is initi- 
ated by challenges from the head coaches (two per game) in all but the final two minutes of cach half, 
and by the replay official in the booth in the final two minutes and overtime, The booth will operate 
under a “two-minute” mode the entire game, lining up replays of every play in case a challenge is issued. 

The system begins with a “live feed” from the network television control truck covering the game. The 
technician controls the monitor, cuing the live play and replay screens during action. His monitor can 
accommodate six replay angles of a single play. The replay assistant decides which replays will be 
relayed to the field monitor and whether an official’s time out be called for a review in the final two min- 
utes of a half or overtime. Replay assistants will have an NFL or college football officiating background 
and is the only direct link to the referee on the field. The yideo operator, at the instruction of the replay 
assistant, controls which replays that the on-field referee will view. He can control the speed of the dig- 
ital video playback, The communicator will advise the replay assistant—who is busy viewing the moni- 
tor—before the next play has started, negating the possibility of a replay.

DECEMBER ROAD WOES 


The Bears’ have struggled in December and January road games for over a decade. In the 
last 31 road contests in or after the month of December, Chicago has flown home as winners 
only five times, including three road losses in December during the 2002 season. The record 
includes an 18-game losing streak from 1987 to 1997. The Bears snapped the 18-game los- 
ing streak on Sunday evening, Dec. 14, 1997, with a win in St. Louis. The streak spanned 
nearly a decade, as it was their first road victory in the month of December since a 6-3 tri- 
umph over the LA Raiders at the Coliseum on December 27, 1987—Walter Payton’s final reg- 
ular season game. Since snapping the 18-game losing streak, the Bears have won only three the 
next 11 December road games:

Bears Historical Highlights 
— 1920s - 


9/17/20—George Halas, representing the 
Decatur Staleys, meets with representatives of 
11 other clubs at Ralph Hay’s Hupmobile 
showroom in Canton, Ohio, forming the 
American Professional Football Association — 
which later became the NFL. Membership is 
set at $100 
1920—The Staleys shutout 10 of their 13 foes, 
losing only to the Chicago Cardinals (7-6 at 
Normal Park), and post a 10-1-2 record. Each 
player is paid $1,900 for the season. 
1921—Decatur Staleys become Chicago 
Staleys, play in Wrigley Field, and win the 
APFA title with 9-1-1 record. A. E. Staley 
gives Halas the club with $5,000 to keep the 
Staleys name for the year. Halas makes 
Dutch Sternaman his partner. 
1/28/22—Franchise renamed Chicago Bears. 
11/27/22—First Chicago player deal: Bears buy 
tackle Ed Healey’s contract from the Rock 
Island Independents for $100—twice the going 
rate for a franchise that season, 
11/22/25—Harold “Red” Grange signs with 
Bears and pro football leaves its cradle. His 
agent C.C. (Cash & Carry) Pyle negotiates a 
$100,000 deal with the Bears, 
11/26/25—Halas takes the Bears and Grange on 
a coast-to-coast tour that sees the club play 
16 games from Nov. 26 through Jan. 31 inter- 
rupted only by a two-week rest. The Bears 
post a 11-4-1 record on the trip. 
11/26/25—Grange's first game—36,000 see 
Bears and Cardinals go 0-0 in Wrigley Field 
with Grange held to 36 yards.

1930—After a 4-9-2 1929 season, George Halas 
replaces himself as head coach with Ralph 
Jones. Jones posts a 24-10-7 record during 
his three seasons. 

12/15/30—Bears and Cardinals play football's 
first indoor game on an 80-yard field in 
Chicago Stadium, The exhibition aids unem- 
ployment; Bears win 9-7 before 10,000 fans. 

11/15/31—New Yorkers (including Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith and Mayor Jimmy Walker) in field boxes 
at $100 a seat watch Bears top Giants at Polo 
Grounds 12-6, 
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12/18/32—Bronko Nagurski hits Red Grange 
with a two-yard TD pass and the Bears top the 
Portsmouth Spartans 9-0 for the NFL champi- 
onship. The game was played before 11,198, 
indoors at Chicago Stadium on an 
80-yard field. 

1932—Franchise loses $18,000 prompting 
Dutch Sternaman to unload his half of the 
Bears to George Halas. 

1933—George Halas returns as head coach and 
takes club out of town for training camp for the 
first time. University of Notre Dame is the host. 

11/5/33—Boston Redskins beat Bears, 10-0, 
ending Chicago's 16-game unbeaten String. 

12/17/33—Bears use rookie Jack Manders’ 
accurate kicking for 11 points and defeat the 
Giants 23-21 in the NFL's first championship 
game. 

1934—Halas University, the Bears alumni asso- 
ciation begins. Annually, Bear veterans return 
during season for Homecoming Weekend. 

1934—Bears hold training camp at Lane Tech 
High in Chicago. 

8/31/34—A classic is born as 79,432 watch the 
NFL champion Bears held to a scoreless tie by 
the first College All-Star team in a game spon- 
sored by Chicago Tribune Charities at Soldier 
Field. 

12/2/34—Rookie Beattie Feathers becomes first 
pro to rush for 1,000 yards in a season 
(1,004), leading the NFL, 

12/9/34—Undefeated Bears slip before Giants 
in NFL title tilt at Polo Grounds 30-13 before 
35,059. With Chicago leading 10-3 at the half, 
NY dons basketball sneakers and scores 27 
points, 

1935—Training camp is conducted at St. John's 
Military Academy in Delafield, Wisconsin. 

1936—Bears make Joe Stydahar, a tackle from 
West Virginia, their first draft pick ever. 

12/12/37—Bears win Western Division title but 
lose NFL Championship 28-21 to Redskins at 
Wrigley Field. Sammy Baugh hits 18 of 33 for 
335 yards and three TDs. Jack Manders 
scores 15 of the Bears points. A Chicago play- 
er's share is $127.78.

Historical Bios 
GEORGE S. HALAS 






Leading the Chicago Bears for more than a half-century, George S. Halas, the 
team’s founder and head coach for 40 years, was one of the most enduring per- 
sonalities in sports history. Halas was active with the Bears starting in 1920 when 
he founded the team. 

Halas was born and raised on Chicago's west side and prepped at Crane Tech 
High School before attending the University of Illinois. In Champaign, he earned a 
B.S. degree while lettering in football, basketball and baseball. After graduation in 
1918, Halas joined the Navy for the first of two tours of duty. He was named Player of the Game in 
the 1919 Rose Bowl, playing end on the Great Lakes team that beat the Marines 17-0. A command- 
er when he left active duty in 1946, Halas retired as a captain in the Naval Reserve. He was also 
awarded the Distinguished Citizens Award—the highest honor the Navy can bestow on a civilian. 

After leaving the Navy, Halas played right field for the New York Yankees, but a hip injury short- 
ened his baseball career. Halas went to work for a Decatur (IL) corn products firm owned by an enthu- 
siastic sports fan, Mr. A.E. Staley, who sponsored a semi-pro baseball team, and later commissioned 
Halas to organize an independent football team. 


PRO CAREER: As a player, Halas set an NFL record (which stood 49 years until 1972) when 
he took a Jim Thorpe fumble 98 yards for a TD in a 26-0 win over the Oorang Indians at Wrigley 
Field (11/4/23). He played end for the Bears from 1920-29 and was named to the NFL all-pro squad 
of the 20s. 


PRO COACHING CAREER: Four times Halas interrupted his coaching activities by his own 
volition. He first turned over the leadership to Ralph Jones from 1930 through 1932. In 1942 when he 
left for the Navy, Luke Johnsos and “Hunk” Anderson shared head coaching responsibilities until 45. 
John “Paddy” Driscoll coached in 1956-57. Coincidentally, in ‘33 and again in ‘46 when Halas 
resumed coaching, his Bears won world championships. 

During the 1940s, his teams reached the height of their power with four straight Western 
Conference titles; three world championships; a fantastic four-season record (including pre-season 
games) of 62-7-1 (.899); scored 2,164 points and allowed just 842. The 1940 team, which defeated 
the Washington Redskins 73-0 for the World Championship, was voted the greatest professional team 
of all-time by the National Academy of Sports Editors in 1963. 

Resuming coaching in 1958, Halas needed five years to develop another championship, but in 
1963 the Bears won their eighth championship. The Sporting News, AP, and UPI named him Coach 
of the Year after the 1963 and 1965 seasons. Halas retired from coaching on May 27, 1968, with a 
career record of 324-151-31. His win total was the best in NFL history until Don Shula broke the mark 
on 11/14/93. Halas is a charter member of the Pro Football Hall of Fame.

“Mugs” Halas was an integral part of the Chicago Bears before his untimely 
death in 1979. The son of pro football founder George S. Halas, Mugs spent 30 
years in pro football. He joined the Bears’ front office in 1950, was named treas- 
urer in 1953, and became president of the club in 1963. In his first season as pres- 
ident, the Bears were NFL champions. Mugs was the second of just four presi- 
dents in the franchise's 80-year history. He succeeded his father, George S. 
Halas, and was followed by Michael McCaskey and current president Ted Phillips. 
His numerous contributions on a league-level included membership on the executive committee of the 
NFL Management Council. 

“Mugs” learned football at a young age, serving as a ball boy while growing up. He earned a busi- 
ness degree from Loyola in 1949, before entering pro football on a full-time basis. “Mugs” is remem- 
bered for his love and devotion to the game.

Inducted: 1965 BEARS: 5 seasons (1920; 26-29) NFL: 10 seasons 
The NFL's first “franchise” player...Triple threat athlete who excelled at running, 
punting, and drop-kicking for field goals...Played with Chicago Cardinals (1920- 
25)...Scored 27 points in 1923 game vs. Rochester (four TDs, three PATs)...His 
50-yard field goal in 1925 was NFL record for several years...Born in Evanston, 
IL, and attended Northwestern. 


JIM FINKS General Manager 

Inducted: 1995 BEARS: 9 seasons (1974-82) NFL: 34 seasons 
One of the architects of the great Bears teams of the ‘80's. He joined the team 
just two days before the start of the 1974 season and spent the season evaluat- 
ing the team’s talent, including players, coaches and front office personnel. He 
served as Executive Vice President and General Manager with the Bears after 
breaking into the League as both cornerback and quarterback for the Steelers 
from 1949-55. After spending his first three seasons in the NFL in the defensive 
backfield, he switched back to quarterback in 1952 and was selected to play in 
the Pro Bowl in 1953. He also spent 10 seasons as GM at Minnesota (1964-73) 
and eight at New Orleans (1986-93). 


DANNY FORTMANN Guard #21 
Inducted: 1965 BEARS: 8 seasons (1936-43) NFL: 8 seasons 
Ninth-round pick in NFL's first draft (1936)...As a rookie in 1936, at age 20, he 
was the league's youngest starter...Signal caller for linemen on offense and dead- 
ly tackler on defense...All-NFL from 1938-43...The Bears finished first five times, 
second twice, and third once during his eight years...Pursued medical studies at 
University of Chicago while playing with Bears...Played at Colgate. 


BILL GEORGE Linebacker #61, 72 
Inducted: 1974 BEARS: 14 seasons (1952-65) NFL: 15 seasons 
Joined Bears in 1952 as “middle quard”, but became league's first middle line- 
backer when he dropped off the line in 1954...All-NFL eight times in nine 
years...Voted to Pro Bowl eight straight seasons (1955-62)...Defensive signal 
caller final 10 seasons in Chicago...18 career interceptions...His 14 seasons tie 
for the most by a Bear player...Finished with Rams (1966)...Attended Wake 
Forest.

Coliseum during 1925 “tour"—16 games in two months to showcase the Galloping

season...Rejoined Chicago in 1929, but was “ordinary” ball carrier... Developed

DAN HAMPTON Defensive End #99 

Inducted: 2002 BEARS: 12 seasons (1979-90) NFL: 12 seasons 

A first-round draft choice (fourth overall) by the Bears in the 1979 draft, Hampton 
played for 12 seasons in Chicago and finished his career ranked third on the 
Bears all-time career sacks list with 82.0. “"Danimal,” as he was affectionately 
known by teammates and fans, played in 157 regular season games with 152 
starts. He was named to the NFL Team of the ‘80's by the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame Board of Selectors and was a Pro Bowl performer four times during that 
decade (1980, 1982, 1984 and 1985), twice as a defensive end and two times as 
a defensive tackle. Hampton was named Defensive MVP by Pro Football Weekly 
in 1982 and started the first 48 games of his career where he established himself 
as a dominant pass rusher, recording 25 sacks during his first three seasons in 


the league. 
ED HEALEY Tackle #16 
Inducted: 1964 BEARS: 6 seasons (1922-27) NFL: 8 seasons 


Acquired by Halas from Rock Island Independents (1920-22) in exchange for gate 
receipts ($100) from late-season game in 1922...Ran more than 30 yards in 1924 
to tackle his own teammate who was running the wrong way with an intercep- 
tion...Caught running back George Wilson from behind after hurdling several 
teammates in 1926 game vs. LA All-Stars... Termed “the most versatile tackle of 
all-time” by Halas...First president of Bear alumni association (1937)...Graduated 
from Dartmouth. 


BILL HEWITT End #56 
Inducted: 1971 BEARS: 5 seasons (1932-36) NFL: 9 seasons 
Last helmetless player...Four-time all-NFL (1933, 34, 36, 37) and first to do so 
with two teams...Designed play to win 1933 NFL Championship: jump pass from 
fullback to Hewitt who caught and lateraled to another end.,.Played for Eagles 
(1937-39), missed 1940-42 seasons before returning with Philadelphia-Pittsburgh 
(1943)...Career: 101 catches for 1,606 yards and 25 TDs...Average player in high 
school and at Michigan.

During the same 20-season period, the Bears are 11-33 when throwing 40 or more passes 
in one game. Last season, the Bears threw 40 or more passes in three games, posting a 1-2 
record, dropping a 29-23 decision to New Orleans (40 attempts) and a 34-21 setback to Green 
Bay (50) while defeating Detroit 20-17 in overtime (51). The Bears cracked the 40-attempt 
barrier in three games in 2000 with an 0-3 record and 10 of 16 games in 1999, going 3-7 in 
the process. The team finished with an 0-2 record in 1998 when throwing 40 times, had a 1- 
4 record in 1997 and was 0-4 in "96.

THE UNIFORM 


The Chicago Bears, originally called the Decatur Staleys when founded in 1920, wore blue jerseys with 
tan colored vertical striping in their inaugural season. The vertical stripes were actually strips of leather 
sewn onto the uniform to help the ball carrier secure the ball. 

In 1935 the Bears introduced an orange jersey with black arm stripes and black helmet and by 1958 
were wearing the familiar navy blue with burnt orange. The Bears unique “rounded” number style on the 
uniforms and numbers on the sides of the sleeves of the jerseys date back to the 50’s. 

The Bears trademark ‘C’ logo appeared on helmets in 1962 and its use continues through present day 
although the mark has changed from white to orange and the shape has changed slightly. After 11 years, 


The initials GSH were added to the left sleeve in 1985 in honor of the late 


‘Papa Bear’ George S. Halas, who passed away Oct. 31, 1983. The uniform has 
had a very consistent look from the 1970’s with the exception of blue pants 
with the white jersey introduced in 1984 as a “road” uniform. On Oct. 7, 2002 
on a Monday Night Football game against Green Bay, the Bears wore their tra- 
ditional “home” blue jerseys with the blue pants for the first time.

The Bears’ all-time record at Wrigley Field stands at 221-89-22, a total of 332 games, 330 as 
the home team. (Two of those victories came with the Bears as the “road” team: twice in 1920 
against the Chicago Tigers). The 330 Bears’ home games at Wrigley Field appears to be a National 
Football League record, though unofficial. The Bears-Wrigley connection edges out Cleveland’s 
Municipal Stadium as host for 324 home games of the Cleveland Browns, from 1950 through 
1995. As the reincarnation of the Cleveland Browns play in a new stadium since their return in 


1999, the Bears-Wrigley “record” appears safe. 

In fact, Wrigley Field has hosted a total of 342 NFL games: 330 Bears home games, five home 
games of the Chicago Tigers in 1920, and seven home games of the Chicago Cardinals in 1931 
and 1932. Besides the Browns’ 324 home games at Cleveland’s Municipal Stadium, the Cleveland 
Indians played two home games there in 1931, and the Cleveland Rams played sixteen home con- 
tests in 1937 and 1939-1941. Municipal Stadium appears to have hosted a total of 342 total NFL 
games-same as Wrigley Field.

ALL TIED UP 


The Bears have had 42 ties in their 83-year history. However, their last knotted game was a 13- 
13 final against the Rams on September 24, 1972 — 475 games ago. The Bears’ streak is the fifth- 
longest current tieless streak, as well as the fifth longest in NFL history. New England (525 games) 
has the longest current streak and longest in league annals, followed by Cincinnati (492), Dallas 
(491) and Tennessee (471). 

Since 1974, when sudden death overtime was introduced, there have been just 16 ties in the 
entire NFL —none by the Bears. The Bears hold the distinction of having played in the most over- 
time games (29) without a tie. 

Before the 97 season, the last tie in the NFL was a 10-10 contest between Kansas City and 
Cleveland on Nov. 19, 1989. The league played 1,836 games after the Chiefs-Browns clash, 
(including 109 advancing to overtime), without another tie...until Nov. 16, 1997, when the Ravens 
and Eagles finished a game knotted 10-10. The NFL didn’t have to wait long before getting tied up 
again: the Redskins and Giants ended in a 7-7 deadlock the following week (November 23, 1997). 
There was one tie last season, Pittsburgh and Atlanta 34-34 on Nov. 10, 2002.

Golden Anniversary campaign drive. Even though 
the field is lit only from the towers on the four corners 
of Memorial Stadium, the light intensity is easily suf- 
ficient for major network telecasts of night games.

Other stadium improvements include the 1967 instal- 
lation of a press box, located at the top of the west 
balcony; construction of the Ray Eliot Varsity Room, 
a training table and trophy display area at the south- 
east corner of the stadium that was built with funds 
donated by friends of the Athletic Association; a mil- 
lion-dollar stadium renovation project in 1972, which 
included the addition of aluminum seating and other 
improvements; and a 1977 renovation of the varsity 
locker rooms and training facilities. 

In April 1985, $7 million worth of improvements 
began. Out of this project came installation of new 
attificial turf and expansion of the football headquar- 
ters in the northeast corner of the stadium. Memorial 
Stadium underwent renovations between November 
1991 and August 1992. The $18 million project 
included the replacement of the concrete bleachers 
in both upper decks, as well as the top 25 rows of the 
main stands. The stadium's electrical and drainage 
systems were also brought up to code and new rest- 
room facilities, for both men and women, were 
installed in the corner towers and great halls. The 
project was financed through the issuance of rev- 
enue bonds by the UI Auxiliary Facilities System. 

Memorial Stadium has undergone several renova- 
tions in recent years and more were made with the 
Bears’ arrival in 2002. The first phase was the 
replacement of the field's Astroturf with AstroPlay, an 
artificial surface with the look and feel of natural 
grass. The Illini played on the new surface for the first 
time during the 2001 season. Upgrades for 2002 
included replacing the 23x24 foot color matrix board 
with a video display screen capable of showing 
replays and other live features in Memorial Stadium 
as well as a new redesigned home locker room facil- 
ity including new training and equipment rooms.

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NEW SOLDIER FIELD SET TO OPEN IN 2003 
he Chicago Bears accomplished one of their greatest off-field achievements in team history with 
the construction of the lakefront improvement plan including a new football stadium within the 
confines of historic Soldier Field. Governor George Ryan ended the Bears 44-year stadium effort on 
Jan. 5, 2001, by signing House Bill 1284, designed not only to help fund a new stadium but to 
enhance Chicago's lakefront. 

The City of Chicago’s Lakefront Improvement Plan was announced publicly by Mayor Richard M. 
Daley on Nov. 15, 2000. The project replaced parking lots with 17 acres of new parkland, built an 
underground parking structure to serve the Museum Campus and Soldier Field, created easier 
access to the Museum Campus and added other amenities giving Chicagoans and tourists the abil- 
ity to enjoy the lakefront year-round. Bears President and CEO Ted Phillips and his team of experts 
brought the proposal to the State Capital during the November veto session and answered the ques- 
tions and concerns of the Illinois General Assembly. After three days of gathering support, the 
Illinois House and Senate passed Bill 1284 on Nov. 30, 2000, authorizing the Illinois Sports 
Facilities Authority to issue approximately $400 million in bonds to help finance the $606 million 
project. The debt service on the bonds will be paid from the surplus and projected growth of the 
existing two percent Chicago local hotel tax plus a local distributive tax and state hotel tax subsidy. 
The remaining $200 million will be contributed by the Chicago Bears, including a $100 million loan 
from the National Football League. 

Demolition and construction began following the final home game of the 2001 season and the 
Bears are scheduled to open new Soldier Field on Monday, Sept. 29 in a prime-time game against 
Green Bay. 


The following is a number of facts concerning different elements of the new Soldier Field project and 
the Lakefront Initiative: 


LAKEFRONT IMPROVEMENTS 


17 Acres of New Lakefront Parkland. The project creates approximately 17 acres of additional 
waterfront parkland for public enjoyment, This green space will be programmed for year-round pub- 
lic uses such as a sledding hill, winter garden, a terraced park, an area for outdoor museum exhibits 
and other features. A playground for hard-surface sports will be built on surface parking lots near 
McCormick Place. The additional recreation space for Chicago and its visitors will result in the 
largest lakefront play/education neighborhood in Chicago. 


Greatly Expanded Public Parking. The year-round parking facility will create: 
* 2,500 new underground parking spaces immediately adjacent to the Field Museum and Shedd 
Aquarium, 
¢ 3,100 outdoor spaces between the stadium and McCormick Place to ensure Chicago's great 
tailgating tradition continues.

SOLDIER FIELD IMPROVEMENTS 
New Amenities 


An increase in sideline seating from 40% of seats to over 60% -- vastly improved sight lines. 
An increased number of new and improved restrooms (over 1,000 restroom fixtures) plus more 
variety and access at over 350 concession points of sale and wider aisles to relieve congestion 
in the concourses. 

Two state-of-the-art super-sized video boards, greatly increasing the desirability of the venue 
as a host to large outdoor concerts and civic events. 

A distributed sound system to provide crisp, clear sound to every seat. 

A south courtyard setting inside current Gate "O" will provide fans with outdoor concessions in 
a garden terrace setting. 

A year-round retail store to visitors of the museum campus. 


A Multi-use Lakefront Wonder. Above and beyond the Bears games, the New Soldier Field will host 
an increasing number of athletic events, prime concerts, and large civic, cultural and educational 
gatherings. The unique design will allow for easy stage setup and take down, along with a field that 
can accommodate both professional and international soccer events. 


Year-Round Potential Uses. Development opportunities exist, which could include a Hall of Fame, 
restaurant and banquet room. 


FUNDING THE LAKEFRONT IMPROVEMENT PLAN 


The Chicago Bears made a $200 million contribution to this project, one of the largest ever for 
a NFL team to a publicly owned stadium. The team pays annual rent of $5.7 million, in 
addition to accepting the cost overrun risks on the project. 

Unlike many of the other stadium proposals recently passed in the NFL (such as Arizona, 
Cincinnati and Green Bay), the entire cost of the Lakefront Project ($606 million) is being raised 
without asking for taxpayers’ money. The plan is supported through a local City of Chicago 
hotel tax which is already in existence. There is no extension or increase of any taxes and the 
hotel tax is principally paid by visitors and tourists. 


PRESERVING HISTORY 


The historic colonnades and historic South Wall remained untouched as the new stadium 
was built within the existing exterior of Soldier Field. 

The historic landmark Soldier Field will be open to the public, much like the memorials in 
Washington, DC, to offer beautiful views of the City of Chicago and the Lakefront for citizens 
and tourists year-round. The new stadium design allows visitors access to the colonnades 
365 days a year unlocking a piece of Soldier Field's original tribute that had been unfinished 
for 80 years. 

The Memorial Water Wall honors all soldiers who have served in the United States Armed 
Forces. The Wall will serve as an educational piece for families and visitors of the museum 
campus, 

A Doughboy statue will be erected at the entrance of Gate O and the south concourse will 


feature a Medal of Honor tribute. 335

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After playing 31 years along the lakefront a brief one-year hiatus from Soldier Field while the new sta- 
dium was being constructed within its historic colonnades, the Bears are poised to return to their sta- 
dium by the Lake. The Bears first season at Soldier Field was in 1971 after spending 50 seasons at 
Wrigley Field. Soldier Field was opened in 1924 as a 45,000-seat Municipal Grant Park Stadium. The 
first football game played on its field was November 22, 1924, as a capacity crowd watched Notre Dame 
edge Northwestern, 13-6. 

It hosted the first boxing event which drew a gate of over $2.5 million (Dempsey-Tunney, 1927), the 
first ski meet held in a stadium, and the all-time largest football crowd (123,000). The largest crowd for 
any event in Soldier Field was 260,000 on Sept. 8, 1954, for the Catholic church's Marian Year Tribute. 

The 100,000-seat stadium was dedicated November 27, 1926, with Army battling Navy to a 21-21 tie. 
The all-time collegiate attendance record of 123,000 plus was established Nov, 26, 1927 as Notre Dame 
beat Southern Cal 7-6. In the first professional game at the then-mammoth stadium, the Bears defeat- 
ed the Chicago Cardinals 10-0 on November 11, 1926. 

Plans for the stadium started in 1919 as a memorial to the soldiers of WWI. Soldier Field stood on 
10,000 pile foundations driving an average depth of 62.5 feet through fill that replaced the lake waters. 
The new stadium will continue to be owned, maintained and operated by the Chicago Park District. 

Other stadium notes since the Bears moved to Soldier Field: 


1971 — September 19th, Chicago defeats the Pittsburgh Steelers 17-15 before capacity 
crowd of 55,701 in the Bears’ first game since moving from Wrigley. 


1979 — The stadium undergoes major reconstruction and renovation prior to the season 
including new lighting, playing surface, and locker rooms; rebuilding of seating 
area (new chairbacks, armrests, seats); and improvement of sightlines. 


1982 — Additional rebuilding of seating areas was completed as well as new concourses 
with more restrooms and concession areas. A new press box, 60 deluxe skyboxes, 
and a new scoreboard were also built. Capacity is increased to 66,030. 


1988 — Surface was changed from artificial turf to natural grass, and 56 skyboxes were 
added along south rim (increasing the total to 116). Capacity is increased to 66,946. 


1992 — Four seats are added increasing the capacity to 66,950, 


1994 — The Park District spends millions to refurbish the stadium for the World Cup 
soccer tournament. Capacity is reduced by six to the current figure of 66,944. 


2000 — Mayor Daley announces Lakefront Redevelopment Project (11/15/2000). 
2001 — Project receives state and city approval. 
2002 — Demolition begins on stadium immediately following playoff game (1/19/02). 


2003 — Bears return to Soldier Field with Monday night re-opening on September 29 
against Green Bay.

Arkush is 
owner/publisher/editor of Pro Football Weekly, a periodical devoted to pro football that is widely read in NFL cir- 
cles. Arkush also serves as the founder and co-host of the syndicated radio and television shows with the same 
name. Arkush worked as a pre-game and post-game analyst in 1985 before starting a long career on the Bears 
radio team. He is a highly sought after guest on sports talk shows nationwide, Arkush is a lifetime Chicagoan 
who attended Deerfield High School and the University of Michigan. 


TOM THAYER: Tom Thayer left the Bears in 1992 after a distinguished eight-year career at offensive guard, 
He retired in 1993 after one season with the Miami Dolphins. Originally a Bears’ fourth-round draft pick in 1983 
after an all-America career at Notre Dame, Thayer played for two-plus seasons with the USFL's Chicago Blitz 
and Arizona Wranglers before joining the Bears. One of the team’s strongest players, Thayer earned his start- 
ing role at right guard four games into the 1985 season and eventually compiled consecutive game and con- 
seculive start streaks that led the Bears during the late 1980s. Before joining the Bears radio team in 1997, 
Thayer worked for two years as a Bears analyst on WFLD-TV's pro football programming. A former all-state 
lineman at Joliet Catholic High, Thayer resides in Chicago.
